1. Scope — Specifies dimensions and other requirements for leinbach medullary bone screw for 
use in fractures of the olecranon. 

2. Material — Any of the materials specified in 3 of IS : 5347-1969 • General requirements of metal 
surgical implants \ 



3- Shape and Dimensions — As shown in Fig. 1.

3.1 The thread profile shall be according to Indian Standard specification for thread, bone screws 
( under preparation ). 

Note — Until this specification is published the thread profile shall be subject to agreement between the purchaser 
and the manufacturer. 

4. Workmanship and Finish 

4.1 The screw shall be symmetrical about its central line. 

4.2 The threads shall be well formed and clean. 

4.3 The surfaces of the screw shall be free from cracks, draw-marks, pits, burrs, surface contamina- 
tions and impregnated foreign particles. 

4.4 The screw shall be passivated and polished bright except the threaded portion. 

5. Tests 

5.1 Corrosion Resistance Test — Shall be according to 6.1 of IS : 5347-1969. 

5.2 Radiological Test — Shall be according to 6.2 of IS : 5347-1969. 

6. Marking - Shall be according to 5 of IS : 5347-1969. 

6.1 ISI Certification Marking - Details available with the Indian Standards Institution. 

7. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.
